AWARD 

This reference raises two questions which really do not 
admit of much controversy. Ncvorthele,ss, they have been 
argued at some length before mo- The reference order 
reads as follows;— 

“Whether the action of the management of Messers 
Menlyn and Company, Bombay-400 009, in ter¬ 
minating the services of Shri Manckhan and 551 
other Watchmen with effect from lOlii January, 
1983 is justifledV If not, to what relief the con¬ 
cerned workmen are entitled?” 

2. The Bombay port Trust Employees Union filed a short 
statement of claim and also filed later a similarly short 
amendment application to that statement. It principally 
contended that the union had a membcr.ship amongst these 
watchmen workmen of the employer, Mbniyn & Co. here¬ 
inafter referred to as employer. These 652 watchmen, ac¬ 
cording to it were in continuous employment of the emplo¬ 
yer and vere retrenched on the ground that the Shipping 
Corporation had terminated its contract for the supply of 
watchmen with the employer, wherefor the employer was 
nut in a tJosltion to give employment to the workmen. Its 
principal contention was. that the employees have not been 
served with the notice of retrenchment, nor any notice pay 
or rctrenchnncnt compensation paid to them. Therefore the 
retrenchment was in violation of the Industri.il Di.spufes 
Act fS, 25F). The union, therefore prayed that the work¬ 
men should be reinstated and their salary and allowances paid 
with effect from 10th January, 1983, the day their services 
were terminated. Alternatively, retrenchment compensation 


was demanded on account of wrongful termination of 
services. 

3. By the amendment application filed oh 9th of July, 
1985, it amplified its contentions and modified that about 
3.5 workmen were continued in aervice, while 625 were re- 
tieiichcd ns aforesaid by the eraployei company. That these 
workmen were working not only on ships, but also at the 
godowns and warehouses and were working on different 
ships of different shipping companies, such as Orientrl Ship¬ 
ping Co. Japan Liner, htoerak D'nes, the Jtalian Snipping 
Line and Mis. D.B-C., etc. They were employed for about 
20-30 days a month and had put in more than 240 days. 
The union also referred to an award delivered on the 26th 
August, 1977 in Reference No. CGIT-2 of 1975 by the 
COlT-2, Bombay. It contended therefore that the employees 
were held to be dock woikcrs in that reference and entitled 
to pay scales and other allowances as recommended by the 
Central Wage Board as sub.iequcntly modified by Wage 
Revision Committee for Port and Dock Workers of the 
Major Ports of India. According to it, the directions of 
(he award were violated by the employer. I shall have 
occasion to refer to the award at a Inter stage. 

4. For the employers, three defences to this statement of 
claim were raised in instalments. The employer company 
filed a written statement on 2nd April, 1985. Then, it 
sought an amendment and amended and added paragraph 
(a) to the said written statement- It then followed it up 
by an additional written statement filed on 25th July and 
a third application on 3rd Septcmlrer, 1985. The substance 
of contentions raised, though put in iuDiulraents, cap be 
summarisoU in a few words. The employer's first conten¬ 
tion was that the reference was mi.s.-onccived and the dis¬ 
pute not being related to vvorkmen working in a major port, 
Government of India was not a proper authority to refer 
dispute to the Tribunal; the employer was not an employer 
within the meaning of the S. 2(g) of the Industrial Disputes 
Act of the concerned workmen. According to it, the 
employer was really the Shipping CJorporation of India and 
the employer company was nothing, but a mere recruiting 
agent, which has no concern, once the watchmen were re¬ 
cruited for them. The watchmen were, therefore, for all 
purposes employees of the Shipping Corporation and there¬ 
fore the reference was mi.sconceived, illegal and invalid. It 
pointed out that the Shipping Corporation was a party to 
the conciliation proceedings und discussions. It also con¬ 
tended by one of its amendment.s that the watchmen did 
not do continuous service at any time and that they were 
not in the employment of the company since a long time 
or so as alleged. That their services were intermittent and 
only temporary. They were employed only for work on 
the ships of the Shipping Corporation and for no other. 
When some of the watchmen were posted on watch duties 
at the godowns or container yards at places like Haji Hander, 
Reay Ro.ad etc., these places being outside the limits of 
Bombay Port, the Central Government was also not an 
appropriate Government to make the reference, Workmen 
all the time were working under the direct supervision and 
control of the Shipping Corporation, which also according 
to it, had the power to terminate the services of the watch¬ 
men. In that view, it contended that the leference shonld 
be rejected as not tenable, not competent, without Jurisdic¬ 
tion and invalid. 

5. At one stage of the proceedings, on the 14th of June, 
1985, the employer also gave an application for sunimoji- 
ing the Shipping Corporation of India as a party. That 
application was however, subsequently not pressed tmd was 
disposed of on 15th October, 1985. 

6. It will be seen from the aforesaid .summary of tJie 
contentions, both raised bv the union as well as by the 
employer, that the union and the employer have not been 
precise in their contentions and have shown little applica¬ 
tion of mind, particularly to the terms of icference, relat¬ 
ing to the ‘relief’- I have already pointed out that the 
union’s contention was that the termination of the services 
of the employees was a retrenchment which without uny- 
mcnt_ of retrenchment compensation and notice pay was 
bad in law. However, the Union did not t,ake care either 
by evidence or by way of pleadings to say in its statement, 
as to which of the 652 W'orkmon were working with the 
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employer company and iiom what duie, and hoaxer have 
compleied 12 monttit of continuous omploymcni, as con¬ 
templated in terms of S. 25B of the liidusiriul Dispmes 
Act. 

7. The employer company also did not raise any conten¬ 
tions with reiard to the relief to these workmen m cast, 
their contentions were not to be uphold. It concentrated 
only on the defence with regard to the maintainability of 
the reference and the jurisdiction of the Tribunal to adju¬ 
dicate in the matter of this reference. The questions there- 
lore which teally arise in the present reference are firstly 
whether the concerned workmen are dock workers, within 
tile meanmg of the term ‘dock, workers’ under the Dock 
Workets (Regulation of Employment Act, 1948, and se¬ 
condly whether the employer company is the employer of 
the concerned workmen or whether it was a mere recruit¬ 
ing agent of tile Stupping Corporation. In the circumstan¬ 
ces ot absence of any pleadings and case by the parties, the 
question ;is to the relief to which the workmen will be en¬ 
tiled will have to be answered on the basis of the available 
evidence produced before me. 

8, ^ I do not think that there is any substance in the con¬ 
tention of the employer that the employees in question arc 
not dock workers and secondly that this Tribunal has no 
jurisdiction to entertain this reference. I have alreaay 
pointed out that the union in its statement of claim relied 
upon the award in Reference No. CGrT-2I2|75. That 
award was made on the 26th of August 1977, and was 
between the employer company and many other companier 
described as watchmen contractors and their workmen. One 
of the* issues framed in that award for adjudication of that 
tcfcrcnce was as follows;— 

“Whether the Watchmen and Head Watchmen are 
dock workers within the meaning of Section 2(b) 
of the Dock Workers’ (Regulation of Employment; 
Act. 9 of li918 and if so whether they are en¬ 
titled to the wages recomended by the Central 
Wat/e Boird for Port and Dodk Workers?’’ 

9, This issue was answered against the employers, who 
are watchmen contractors. Therefore, It is clear that the 
employees of the companies concerned and employer in the 
present case, who is party No, 1 to that reference, are and 
were and. will have to be held to be dock workers. Id 
spite of this finding and not withstanding that there was a 
conclusive decision the employer company raised conten¬ 
tions regarding maintainability of reference and the juris¬ 
diction of the Tribunal and the Central Government not 
being an appropriate Government and also the workmen 
lieing not dock workers or their employees. It also sought 
to lead evidence to show that the place.s where some of 
the workmen were doing watch duties, like Haji Bander. 
Reay Road, etc. were outside the Port of Bombay. Even 
that contention is unsoimd ns will be seen from the loca¬ 
tion, as produced, of the Bombay Port by the union. I 
therefore, think that there is least merit in this contention, 
with regard to the maintainability of the reference and the 
Centra] Governnyent being the appropriate Government, 
raised by the employem. 

10. Incidentally, and as a consequence. It seems to me to 
be clear and following that the employer company would be 
precluded from raising the contention that the watchmen were 
not its employees. It did not raise that contention apparently 
in the matter of the award in CGIT-2'/2 of 1975. If it was 
its contention that the w'orkmen were not its employees and 
were the employees of the Shipping Corporation, it ought 
and might have raised lliat contention as it would have been 
a complete answer to the claim of the watch;nen workmen 
raised before the Tribunal in that reference. It failed to 
iai.se such a contention and therefore, can not now be allowed 
to say that the watchmen workmen are not Its employees. 
Even otherwise, as I shall presently show from the evidence 
which was adduced in this case, the watchmen workmen are 
the emptoyees of the employer, Manlyn & Co, Thongh 
that may be so, and it is a matter which Would be between 
tile Shipnlng Corporation and the employer, that it may 
become entitled to recover any relief to which the workmen 
would be entitled and granted in the present caie from the 
Shipping Corporation. 
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11, In this view Of llic m.itici, it would have been really 
ujj,jii>jjnuic lo go to the omy aspect or me inalter lU this 
iViC.enee wo ei; ti suuiewhai mUienpl, and m.i. .a ai. lel.cf 
to wnicn me vvorgmeu would bo cjitnieu, m ucieicneo, 
I ljWcvci, lo the voiumuious recoid wlucti wa^ ,jrouULeU auu 
got pioauecJ I'cioi'c me and arguments adsaiiced, i whi 
u,io..y cousiuei mat eviucnec and deal wall die qucstjoll. A 
tcicrencc was made o> me leain^u tdUi.iei appcuniig ror 
tile employer lo the doe.jions lepoiLcd m iJ/d ij vp- 4d) 
and 1918 (llj Ll.J fp. 39/). rvppaieuLly ne placed icLiauce 
upon the observation ol me Supreme court in iiussanianai, 
calieUt and rilam Jracmiy i uozhiiali union, CaheuL and 
Olliers t,iy to-fi-LLJ-p. /) ihai ' wticic a aorlt-ei oi gioup 
Ol workers laOours lo pioduec goods or services and these 
goods or sei vices are tor the business ot anotner, that other 
IS, in tact, the cniployei. flc has e^ono.uic control over 
ine v.oi.,eis' subsistence, skiit, nno coii.niucd emp'lOjincnt." 
In that case u was tound us a tact that tlic employment of 
me contiaCior w.is a mere tacade. The concerned work¬ 
men wcie in fact actually worKing tor the principal employer 
or lopc ujunuiacturer, who not only used to goe tools and 
ii.uierial lo Uiem, but wa.s supervising ihe process oi nranu- 
lacmic. the men actually woikcd m Uio premises belong¬ 
ing to the cinployer. The equipment was also supplied by 
the maniifuctujcr. One of Ihe hired workmen was U.ated 
.... a con.racior and with him various agieements were exe¬ 
cuted undertaking to get the work done. As slated, those 
tacts quite clearly go lo show how' tins case is totally diffc- 
icnt tiom the cu'cumsiBDces and facts of the present case* 
Broadly, in the instant cas^, ilic payments were made by t.he 
employer, Jn addition lo the paymeuis, he was also res- 
ponsinic and was actually supplying uniforms, etc, to the 
workmen. He was receiving an amount of money from the 
shipping Corporation, his pi'incipals, for supplying watch¬ 
men for Ships which was also lo take care of his profits 
and other dues, tie had his own snpervisor/miikadams who 
directed Ilie workmen to report to the places cither in accor¬ 
dance with the programme or indications given by the Shipp¬ 
ing Corporation or its requirements. As to who and which 
ot the workmen was given duty and where was entirely with 
the employer and not with the Corporation. There is no 
evidence adduced or shown that the Shipping tforporation 
had any disciplinary contiol over the workmen, though it 
was alleged that the Corponiuon cotiid d.sniiss in empUyee, 
It is no doubt tiuc that tome measure of supervision and 
control over the manner of work of the watchmen was 
exercised by the principals. But that is not inconsistent with 
Ihe ultimate control of the employer over the employees. 
I would not however, go deep into the matter, as the 
question of (he inter se liability hrtween tlie contractor and 
Ihe principals with regard to ally I'cl'ef lo be granted to 
the workmen would and may become a matter of dispute at 
a later stage elsewhere. On the evidence adduced lir.wever. 
to which I shall come. I cm satisfied that the employer 
company has faild to establish that it vvas a mere recruiting 
agent for the Shipping Corpon tion to recruit watchmen and 
that the real employer was the Shipping Corporation. 

12, In Visakhapatnam Dock Labour Board Vs. Stevedores’ 
A-.sociatioii. Visakhapatnam and others (t970-l-LlJ-p. 46) 
It was held that dock '■ orkers are not employees of the 
Visakhapatnam Dock Labour Board and could not therefore, 
raise the demand against it for payment of bonus. That 
decision has really no application to the present contro¬ 
versy. 

13, On the other hand, a reference may be made to the 
decision reported in I963-I-LLJ-p. 126 (Kirloskar Oil Engines 
I,td, Vs. Hanumant Laxman Bibawe). There the question 
was whether Hanumant was an employee -jf the Kirloskar 
Oil Engines Ltd. That vvas answered in favour of the com¬ 
pany and against Hanumant. There also some arrangement 
for provid'ng watchmen, somewliai similar lo the pre.'ent 
one, was in existence. Watchmen wcic p'ovided for indust¬ 
rial oTgani.sation.i, wliu cyerci' ed also some eontioi over their 
work.* After noting the evidence and the circumstances, 
which were established the court pomied oul thm “Ihougti 
the respondent was woi’'ng as a watchman of the /'.rpellant, 
strictly speaking, in law the rflation'hio of mauvr and servant 
did not subsist between the tv/o. The pavTcnt was not made 
directly by the appellant to the I’cspondcnt, He could not 
supervise his work; he could not take any action against 
him in case his conduct was found to be unsafaclory and fa 
terms the scheme provides that it is llie District Superinten¬ 
dent Of Police in v/hom the rights of the master vesfed qua 
persons Jike the respondent whose services were loaned to 
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private iudividuals.” 1 do not think that the absence of 
such a ipecinc term in the contractual terms which are pro* 
duced ru this case make any ji^ercncc, The broad test for 
dctcrmininji as to whether a person is an employee or other¬ 
wise ot tiio poison culled to be an employer, would bo as 
to whom ottered employment and who took the employment, 
whose employee was he treated, as to who had the discipli¬ 
nary jiuisaiction over him; who had ultimate control, though 
paiuaily or some part ot the control might also be citerciscd 
over the workmen s work by the principal to whom the con¬ 
tractor provided workmen; who paid wages to the employee 
and who was also responsible for granting them leave and 
give directions generally with regard to their work; though 
it may in some cases be th^t specific and minule or detailed 
directions with regard to the manner of work to be carried 
out be given by thfi principals, for whose work the employee 
was engaged or was working. It is not merely, therefore, 
whose work it was that determines the employer-employee 
relationship and also the extent and inartncr of supervision 
and control over the work being done, but on a totality of 
circumstances which existed in a case, the question whether 
the employer-employee relationship existed between the two 
or no has to be determined, 

14. With this, 1 would immediately go to the documents 
produced of the employer. It is admitted that the contract 
m this case was with the Shipping Corporation and the em¬ 
ployer commenced for supply of watchman in the year 1968. 
I’he employer had apparently tilled in a tender, which fcndof 
was called for by the Corporation. The original tender form 
of 7th August, 1970 i.s not on record. A reference to It 
is to be found, however, in the letter dated I8th August, 
1982 (Ex. E-5} and in the letter dated 26th September, 
1979 (Ex. E-9). 

15. The earliest terms of contract reduced to writing as are 
produced are first in the letter dated 16th April, 1968 (Ex. 
E-2), It says that the contract was awarded to the employer 
company at the rale of Rs, 3 per shift of eight hours, day 
or night. A 2% discount was to be paid on settlement of 
bills within 2i days. There is a significant condition and 
that relates to the revision of wages of the employees. 'Eho 
Corporation by that condition restricts its liability to re¬ 
imburse or compensate the contractor only with regard to 
the dtft'ei'euce in "the minimum wages and not on fringe 
benefits etc, that may become payable as a result of statutory 
requirements nor on year overheads or profits." It seems 
to me that this term will dispense with any doubt, If enter¬ 
tained with regard to what was the relationship between 
the concerned employer and the concerned workmen. This 
term is repeated in the letter dated 24th July, 1972 (Ex. Er4), 
item 2. In item 4 of that letter, there is a provision for 
roimbiii'sement only regarding to statutory liability, such as 
bonus and gratuity. 

16. The rates per watchman per shift have from time to 
time been revised. In the letter dated 16th August, 1973 
(E-6), clause 5, which Ls material, says that the Shipping 
Corporation would not be responsible for “any extra ex¬ 
penses incurred by you upto the date of commencement of 
this contract." It is the case of the employer company that 
the contract commenced in the year 1969 and continued 
thereafter from time to time and later after 1982 on an 
ad-hoc basis. It was terminated with effect from 9th January, 
1983. 

17. 1 may also refer to letter dated 26th September 1979, 
which says that the rate of Rs, 16 nett per watchman/head 
watchman is inclusive of everything, such as “basis wage, 
insurance, uniform/badges, 50% extra wages for 13 LPT 
holidays per year and your overheads and profits, but ex¬ 
cluding steam allowance.” The Shipping Corporation has 
not been uniform in referring to the terms as in some letters, 
there is a reference to the tender form and conditions therein, 
while in others, it is not. The 24th June, 1982 letter (Ex. 
E-12) appears to be either a lender from or a letter of 
offer given by the employer under which the last of the 
contract of the Shippiim Corporation with the employer 
company was entered. The tender form actually is at Ex. 
E-15. Condition 4 in the letter of 24fh June addressed by 
the employer says; which T think is material for determina¬ 
tion of the question ihnt that “the Corporation will not he 
responsible for any loss or injury to the Watchmen while 
performing their duties. Insurance cover, if any, for damage 
accident or injury to the watchmen duriny the duty hours 


vmII be the icspousibiliiy ol the Contracwr and the Corpora¬ 
tion will not oe bouna to pay any comcensatioii lo any 
waictiman tor me loss or any injury susined ny Inm while 
pcrioruimg his duties tor any reasqa wnaisocvci. it Cor¬ 
poration IS held liaole under Worxmcn’s Compenj^tion Act, 
me contractor will remrburse the amounts spent by the 
company on this accouni.' Clause 4 ot the lender form 
(tx, E-iSJ says that me indented number qt watchmen 
would be posted on vessels or m docks ns indented by the 
Corporation and me requirement was to be asceriaineti from 
the concerned ofijeer mentioned and “posting of Watchmen 
will bo made in accordance with hiS/qtUce instructions,'’ at 
places whenever desired and/or directed. Condition 4 m 
the leltcr of 24lh June is m be found in para n of the 
tender form. It was the duty of the contractor also, as 
para tU will show, to ascertain from the Corporation’s olfice 
"arrival timing of vessels, berthmg arrangements and num¬ 
ber of watchmen required to be posted on each vessel.’’ 
Ihc Corporation would thci'ciore, indicate its requirement ot 
number of watchmen, while it would be for the employer 
to direct which watelimen should report for duty and where. 
As to at what place the watchmen would bo posted would 
depend upon the spccihc instructions given either oy the 
master of the ship or by the supervisor, at the cargo yard. 
Ihe duties of the watchmen really do not admit of any 
conditions supervision and are more or less ot a uniform 
nature. 

18. 1 may. in-this context also refer to the letter of 4lh 
October, 19B2 (Ex. 16j writing by the employer, which also 
indicates as to what the employer foil and considered with 
regard to his relationship and with regard to the contract 
between himself and the Corporation. Jt calls ‘all inclusive’ 
rate of Rs. 19 per watchmen per eight hour shift and is said to 
include “(1) 50% extra for 13 holidays of B.P.T. per year, 
(2) Uratuity, (3) Provident Fund, (4) Insurance, (3) 2 sets 
of uniforms per watchman, (6) Bonus, (7> Our profits and 
overhead expenses, (8f And Head watchmen allowance." 

19. Incidentally, I may advert to the loiter of the lOlh 
January, 1983 written by the Employer, (Ex. H-18) where 
the employer has said that ttic watchmen are “members of 
Transport and Dock workers’/Union, and are now rendered 
jobless on account of the sudden termination of the contract." 
This is only pointed out since at one stage the employer 
was inclined to contend that the union, namely Transport 
and Dock Worker,? Union was not entitled to represent 
these workmen. 

20. In all this correspondence, the employer company has 
referred to the contract or tcndei' as contrast or tender ’‘for 
supply of watchmen" and not “to act as recruiting agent". 
The contract for supply of watchmen workers is clearly diffe¬ 
rent and distinct from a mere work of a recruiting agent. 
In the case of a recruiting agent, his obligation ceases and 
work co.mpleled no sooner the men is recruited. The rec¬ 
ruited person then becomes directly an employee of the 
person for whom he is recruited. On the other hand in 
eases of contract for supply or providing watchmen it is 
the agency which provide watchmen, which keeps control 
and power over the employees, though ii.c aciunl and day- 
to-day work may be capable or susceptible t.) instructions, 
directions and guidance from tlie person for wliole benefit, 
the watchmen are supplied. 

21- There is one more circumBtancc to which a reference 
may be made and provides material for consideration in the 
conduct of the employer and as to how he treated as consi¬ 
dered the concerned employees for the purposes of the 
question whether the concerned employees are his own 
employees or no, A list was filed admittedly during the 
conciliation proceedings by the employer. A zerox copy 
thereof was produced by the union at Exhibit W-1. It bears 
the signature of the partner, who gave evidence In this case, 
dated 14th of June, 1983. I shall have occa.sion to refer 
to that evidence again later. Another list of 105 workmen 
has been filed by the employer himself at Exhibit E-20, 
wherein he describes them ns persons who were “working 
as svutchmen on ihips, BPT Docks, Cotton Green, etc., for 
our company whenever there was availability of work." It 
also inserted a public notice (Extract at Exhibit E-21) in 
which it refers to the watchmen employees and others as 
the ones who were "company's watchmen"—‘Company Ke 
Watchmen Ke Roop Me Kaam Karte The. It also further 
says that on account of the termination of the contract by 
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the Shipping Coipoiation, the company was unable to eontlniie 
them in its employment—“'Hamari Company Ab In Watch* 
mcno Ka Naukari Me Rekhane Me Aur Is Tarikh Se Kisi 
Bhi Din Inki Sevaon Ka Upayog Karnc Me Asamarth Hai.’’ 
Besides there is further additional evidence in the form of 
wage register, showing payment of wages and allowance to 
the watchmen from time to time. These registers are pro¬ 
duced by the company for the period 1980 to 1983. 

22. 1 will now refer to the oral evidence, on some parts 
of which reliance was placed by the learned counsel for the 
employer, who says that the employees were directly under 
the supervision of the Shipping Corporation. I have already 
pointed out that there is no term in the contracts or the 
documentary evidence produced for the employer. The 
entire documentary evidence does not show as was contended 
that the Corporation has reserved the power either of taking 
any disciplinary action against the watchmen workmen, much 
less terminating their services as was contended by the em¬ 
ployer, empowering the Shipping Corporation to take any 
action against the watchmen. 

23. Only one workman, one Farooque Ahrned Nisar Ahmed 
was examined. Mr. D’souza relied upon his statement that 
after going on to the ship “it was according to the directions 
of the Captain or Engineer that watchmen used to take their 
positions. It ia also correct that in case of a. default on the 
part of the watchmen, the captain or the engineer as the 
case may be, give him a warning." On the basis of this 
slender statement and evidence apd against the weight of 
overwhelming oral and documentary eviaonce 1 do not think 
that the employer has succeeded in showing that the watch¬ 
men were the employees of the Shipping Corporation and 
were directly under the superintendence, supervision and 
control of the Shipping Corporation. 

24. In tlje very next paragraph, Farooque stated in the 
cross examination itself that the workmen rejiortcd in the 
ea.se of godowns to the Supervisor, “who used to assign them 
duties and their positions.” This supervisor was one D’ 
Mbllow and one Shetty. It is not however, suggested to 
him that cither D’Mellow or Shetty were the employees of 
the ShiSPing Corporation and were not the employees of 
the employer company. The workmen has definitely stated 
and the employer had admitted also in his evidence that he 
was “working as watchman on ships other than those of 
Shipping Corporation also,” He thus had worked as watch¬ 
men on Starline Ships. Japan Lines and D.B.C. ships. It 
is true that he was unable to give the names of the ships of 
those companies. But I do not think, looking to the status 
and amount of education and upbringing and the period 
which has lapsed, that the witness was felling an untruth, 
simply because, he was unable to remember the name.s of 
the ships on which he worked as a watchman of those other 
companies. It is true that he has mentioned the names of 
some of the ships of the Shipping Corporation. It is equally 
possible that he could do so as this was the mafor company 
or principal company for whom the watchmen were work¬ 
ing. As the other record or other evidence produced hv 
the employer shows, these ships are frequent visitors to the 
port. 

25! The witness also slated that he used to acquaint hlm- 
stflf about the coming of the shin and Inform this to the 
company. The witness is a Head Watchmen. Ha also stated 
that the gang sent on the ships “were not fixed”. There 
used to h” chances, “Th/* cancmen used to he changed on 
the directions of the i mnlnvcr who used to direct some¬ 
times to go to tl]'- godo'vns or elsewhere," The employer 
in this case, as meant by the witness, was Menlyn and 
Company. 

26. For the eninlover, evidence was given bv Peter Fernan¬ 
des. who admitt-d that it was correct that "between the 
period 1980 to 1983, the flrpi was providing watchmen to 
other shinplpiT tines. These companies were Patel Volkart 
and Oriental Shinning.” Tiunkina that that vas a damaging 
answer, be changed and attempted to resurrect the position 
bv saving that “T sav T was recruiting watchmen for them.” 
With rccarrl to the list to which T have made n reference, 
Fearing his rignatiire he admitted that the list was given 
hv him in tUn conciliation proceedings before tjie coneilin- 
tion nfTl''er, hut stated that ns regards th" vears mentioned 
flgaipst th' vmrl'mcn he does not know what they renresent 
ap'd denied that they represent th* vear of the ininin" of 
the workmen vdth the empinver companv. Tater he stated 
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that the said list, “is not correct. The list was prepared by 
my clerk.” To say the least, this evidence does not com¬ 
mend ihself as honest or straight-forward. In fact, 1 had to 
make a note that the witness was not answering in a .straight 
forward manner to questions during the course of cross- 
examination, His evidence did not impress me as truthful. 
1 am inclined to think that the list is correct and the years 
metioned against the names of each represent the year of 
their joining. The witness also suppressed record relating 
tQ the payments made to these workmen and produced only 
partial records on some specious excuse or other, Evidence 
he adduced however goes to show that It was he who was 
supplying uniforms to -these watchmen. Hp however says 
that he was supplying them only to regular watchmen, but 
that is not borne out as the number of uniforms stitched 
from time to time is larger as can seen .some record of 
which is produced by him, If the workijien ■^ere the em¬ 
ployees of the Shipping Corporation, if the employer was 
a mere recruiting agent, 1 do not see any reason fgr him, 
nor does it appear to be reasonable that the employer had 
gone to the extent of spending a large amount (upto about 
Rs. 10,000) on providing uniforms to these workmen.Docu- 
menlary evidence also show that he was responsible for pro¬ 
viding them badges also. In the circumstances, upon over¬ 
all consideration of the documentary as well as oral evidence 
I am satisfied that the employer has not succeeded in show¬ 
ing that it was the Shipping Corporation, which was the 
real employer and that he was a mere recruiting agent, 
with reference to these 652 employees. This does not how¬ 
ever, affect his right or should be understood to affect his 
rights arising to him from the contract with the Shipping 
Corporation. 

27; That raise the question whether the action of the com¬ 
pany in terminating the services of the 652 employees is 
tiistified. In the circumstances that the Shipping Corpora¬ 
tion has terminated the contract for supply of watchmen, 
the employer ia certainly justified in terminating the services 
of these employees, as they were rendered surplus. The 
Shipping Corporation was clearly a very large customer and 
accounted apparently for the bulk of the work handled by 
the employer. With that part of the work going away, the 
employer would be justified and would have been iustified in 
retrenching the employees, if the action taken by him can be 
legally called as retrenchment, it is now settled law that no 
retrenchment without payment of retrenchment compensation 
and notice pay or wages has the effect of terminating the 
services of an employee at all. In the circumstances, the 
termination of services of the cmplovees, thouah would have 
been justified had procedure of 5.25F been followed by the 
employer, is not Justified and not legal and has not the 
effect or consequence of terminating the relationship of em¬ 
ployer employee between the 652 workman and the em¬ 
ployer company. 

28. That raises the immediate question as to the relief to 
whfeh the workmen would be entitled. In the circumstance 
of (ho major portion of the work of the company disappear 
ing with the cancellation of the contract or discontinuation' 
of the Shipping Corporation, it would he wrong and not 
justifiable to direct the employer to take back all these 
emnloyees, A number of them appear to have found env 
ployment elsewhere also. It is to this aspect of the matter, 
parties have clearly failed to applv their mind and conse¬ 
quently to make out any case or adduce any evidence. The 
circum.stanccs is that the contract of th? cmnloyer with the 
Shipping Corporation has come to gp end has resulted in 
the termination of their services. But apart from that there 
Is no other evidence or other contention.s raised. It would 
have been possible and necessary, in the circumstances, to 
fix the relief which would have been awarded to each of 
these workmen, as I am clearly of the view that (he rmnlovcr 
in the circumstances can not be directed to fate back the 
emnlovees and nay them wages right from lOth January, 
1983 til! date. The only iust and proner order in the cir¬ 
cumstances Is to award them comnensation. Thev would 
undoubtedly be entitled to retrenchment comnensation and 
notice pav, But that has been rendered difficult by the 
paiisity of evidence adduced by the parties. 

29, 1 have already referred to the list which was erodiiccd 
hv the workmen and al'O bv the cmnlnver triT. F-7.n and 
W-l). I have also referred to the i-v'denc'' nf (he 
cmnlover to the fact that the list is -wrong and the year 
mentioned against the name of each of the workmen, he 
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does not know what it represents. He denied that it rep¬ 
resents date of joining. Ilad such evidentc bnitn adduced 
by the parlies it would have been possible to work o-ut the 
exact ligiire of relrenchu'.ciil compen.^atiou payabJe. An at¬ 
tempt had been made by the employer duriiig evidence to 
contend that the employees had not complete'd one year of 
continuous service. Tie has however failed to substantiate 
that contention. In the absence of such material evidence, 
1 have to proceed on the basi.s of the available material. It 
would he seen from the list which I accepted a.s correct and 
indicative of the year of joining of the concerned workmen 
(Ex. W-I) that workmen from SI. No. 316, cxcenting a few 
instances have joined in the year 1982 only. .Some- from 
amongst them have also joined earlier In the year 1981. 
Others have joined much earlier. Having taken the list as 
authentic and .as indicating the year of joining service, the 
emnloyecb would be entitled to retrenchment compensation 
from the year of joining mentioned against tlicir names in 
the list. IleirenchmenI comoen.satioti therefore, should he 
paid to each such workmen, but not for the period prior to 
1968, ivhcn the contract with the Shipping Corporation of 
the employer started. For all workmen therefore, the year 
of ('mrUnvrnrnt v onld be treated as 1968 in case of those 
who wcic in the li.st at Ex. W-1 arc showp to have joined 
prior to ie,68. Thereafter, the workmen would he entitled 
to such rclrenchnaent compensation, accordius to the year 
of ioining "hnwti in the list at Ex. W-1. calculited according 
to law. They would also be entitled to notice pay and wages 
from the er.iplover at the rate at which they were entitled 
or fhev were drawing, rwhlchev'er i.s more at the tinv of 
their termination. I do not think any other relief should 
be awarded to them. Had the employ'er been 'po'o circums¬ 
pect in his dealing with his problem, then perhaps he would 
not have been facing anything beyond this liabllitv. T 
thiidc in the cirrninalanccs iust to imnosc only this Habiliiv 
npo' him whmh of enurse. he may, if he is so advised, .seek 
to r:c')ver fiom the Shinping Corporation.

3. The dispute has arisen because the record prepared 
at the time of entry into the service, the birth date of Shfi 
Bhoop Singh was mentioned as 2-9-1929 while nccording 
to him the real date of birth i.s 8-2-1932 and although attempt 
was made by the workman to get the birth date corrected 
the same proved unsuccessful and hence the present dispute. 

4 The Bank refutes all these contentions, asserts the 
correct date to Ns 2-9-1929 and supports its action of 
rejection of the prayer for correction.

That Shri H. N. Sama, a member of ONGC labour 
union was eng^ed by the Project Manager, ONGC 
in the year 19'^-1979, that he had completed more 
tlian 240 days service in 12 consecutive mouths, but 
it is alleged that his services were illegally terminated 
without following any of the conditions, precedent to 
retrenchment uls. 25S of the Industrial Disputes Act 
1947. It is alleged that no show-cause no.ice was 
served to Mr, H. N. Sama before his 'crmina'.ion, that 
no departmental enquiry was conducted before termi¬ 
nation of his services, that no compensation was paid 
to him at the time of his termination and that the 
ONGC did not issue any notice to the appropriate 
Government before termination of his services of 
Mr. H. N. Sama. 

it is further avctxed that Mr. Sama pleaded before 
ihe ONGC for Ihe injustice that was caused to him 
but nobody listened lo hint and he wtis verbiilly told 
lo apply lor the stiitiiole job in the ONGC whet) (he 
vacancies arise. It is further the case ol the union ihai 
Mr. H. N. Sama applied against the open adveiiise- 
inenl in the year 1979 for Ih.; post of .Assistant Oradc 
HI; that the natne of Mr. Sama was sponsored by the 
Employment Exchange- for the post of As.sistant 
Grade-lTl; that he was called to appear for the typing 
test of ONGC, Mehsana on 12-1-19K0 and he appeared 
for the typing test on 12-1-1980 and was therealter 
called for interview on 23-3-1980, but he was never 
appointed lo the post and after the year 1979, the 
ONGC Mehsana appointed more than 700 persons 
to various posts in the ONGC but no intimation re¬ 
garding filling up of this vacant pwst was ever given 
to Mr. H. N. Sama. It is further the case of the union 
that Mr. H. N. Sama ettme to know in the year 1984 
that the union by the natnc of ONGC- Labour Union 
has been confirmed at Mehsana e.xclusively to file the 
cases of casual|coutigcnt|eontracted employees and as 
such he approached the union and became the mem¬ 
ber of the union. The union immediately took up his 
case with the Assistant T.abour Commissioner (Cent¬ 
ral, Ahmedabad under the provisions of Industrial 
Disputc.s Act, 1947, but in the conciliation proceed¬ 
ings the dispute could not be settled and hence this 
reference, 'fhe case of the union is that the impugned 
action of the ONGC in terminating the service of Mr. 
H. N. Sama from the services of ONGC from 
24-12-1979 is illegal, invalid, and inoperative in law 
inasmuch as Mr. Sama has complei'ed more than 240 
days in service in 12 consecutive months as defined 
under section 25 B of Trirtudri^i Disputes Act, 1947. 
The action of the ONtm in terminating the sconce of 
Mr. Sama is in disregard of mandatory provisions of 
section 25 F. 25G. 25H of the Industrial Disputes 
Act in us much ;is no compensation under the provi¬ 
sions of section 25F was paid to the workman (mem¬ 
ber) Mr, Sam;i, that no notice thereof was served to 
the workman Mr. H. N. Santa while terminating his 
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hL-rvices nor any wages for the notice period has been 
paid to him and that many employees recruited after 
Mr. H. N. Sama have been retained in the employ¬ 
ment and they are working has been confirmed em¬ 
ployees of the Commission that the case of the union 
is that the ONGC never informed Mr. H. N. Sama 
about the filhng up of vacant posts and the same is in 
total disregard to rule 78 of Industrial Dis'putes 
(Central rules 1957). It is further the case of the 
union that the action of the ONGC in terminating the 
service of Mr. H. N. Sama is illegal, invalid, inopera¬ 
tive in law as such the union has prayed that the 
management of the ONGC be directed to reinstate to 
Mr. H. N. Sama in the services of ONGC, with full 
back wages and continuity of service as if his services 
were never terminated; to grant time scale of pay as 
payable to regular class III employees of ONGC, 
that it be further directed o gran privelcgc leave, pro¬ 
vident fund and all other perks and perquisites that 
is payable to other regular employees of ONGC, tmd 
that Such other re[iefs as may be deemed fit to the 
Tribunal together with cost of this petition be granted. 

(3) The ONGC has filed its written statement at 
Exhibit : 7 and contended infer alia that the contents 
in the statement of claim of the union are not true 
and not admitted, that such a reference is not legally 
maintainable, that disputes to be rejected that it 
should be rejected, that the commission has not tei- 
minated the service of the concerned workman as 
alleged that the concerned workman was working as 
a casual labour and he was assigned work as and 
when it vras available for him and if he had reported 
for duties within time, that further the commission 
begs to poinf out that after the alleged date of termina¬ 
tion of .service of the concerned workman, the work¬ 
man had worked with the commission for the period 
from 6th June, 1980 to 18th September. 1980 and 
from 24th August, 1981 to 22nd November, 1981 
and hence it is' not true that the services of the con¬ 
cerned workman had been terminated from 24th 
December, 1979. It is further contended without pre¬ 
judice to the contention as above, that it is not true 
to say that the concerned workman had completed 
2-10 days with lhe commission in 12 months, the con- 
cemed workman was engaged as a casual worker in 
the \car 1978 that he was engaged ns a casual labour 
for lhe first time with effect from 26-11-1978 to 
25-12-1978 for 25 days and thcrcafier from 26th 
December, 1978 to 31st December, 1978 as such he 
has worked only for 30 days in the year 
1978, In the year 1979 he was assigned wmrk 
from 1st January, 1979 to 23rd December, 1979 in- 
termitentlv and not continously; that the concerned 
wkwlcman was assigned the work as and when it wms 
availabU for him and he had not nut in 240 daws in 
th- calendar vear as alleged bv the union: that the 
enneemed workman wms work'nitr as a casual Eabmir 
’ind has not nut in 240 dav.s of the working, ft is also 
contended that it is not nccessarve to give him show 
■caiis" nntic - on nav him retrenchment romnersatii'm 
under the nrovisions of the Industrial Disnutes Act. 
Tt is contended that his scr'dres are not terminated but 
as there was no work available and a.s such he ^vas not 
assitmed with the work. Tt is further contended that 
the Commission had notified the t)osl of Tyoistl As¬ 
sistant Grnde-fTX to Emnlovment Exchange, as well 
as circulated den-artmentally and the concerned work¬ 
man was called for typing test and interview; that 


thereafter the commission had decided not to fill up 
the said post on certain administrative reasons and 
therefore the concerned Workman or any other candi¬ 
date was not offered the appointment letter, that the 
concerned workman has no right to get appointment 
letter nor it is obligatory on the part of the Comnfis- 
sion to give appointment to all the persons who were 
granted interview. The Commission further submits 
that the services of the concerned workman were not 
terminated by punitive action and hence the question 
of issuing of charge-sheet or to conduction epquiry 
does not arise that the commission has not committed 
breach of section 25 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 
that it is not true to say tliat tlic Commission has com¬ 
mitted broach of section of the Industrial Disputes 
Act by not' paying retrenchment compensation or by 
not serving with the notice to the concerned workman, 
that it is not true to say that junior pcr.sons have been 
retained in the employment and they arc vvorking in 
llic Cominission. It is further contended by the Com¬ 
mission that the Commission has not terminated the 
services of the concerned workman, but in fact as 
tliorc was no work for him and he had not reported 
for work in time he was noi assigned with the work, 
it is contended that the services of the concerned 
workman have not been terminated but as he has not 
reported regularly on everyday, he was not assigned 
work everyday. Whenever he had reported for work 
and whenever there was work available for him he 
v.a-. assigned with the work and it is contended that 
even to-day if the concerned workman reports for 
work and the work is available for him the commis¬ 
sion will assign him the work for the concerned work¬ 
man, and h? is not entitled to any of the reliefs as 
pr.ayed in the statement of claim, and the reference 
dc.serves to be dismissed and the Commission thus 
not admit that the concemed w'orkman had tried to 
mitigate damages and|or he was not able to get work. 

(4) In the present reference the worker Mr. FT. N. 
vSama is examined and his evidenci" is recorded at E.x- 
hibit ‘8’. No oral evidence has been led on behalf of 
the ONGC vide puisis Ex, 20. 

(5) Mr. A. S. Kapoor the Secretary of ONGC 
Jabour union, Mehsana appeared for the Unio?i and 
Mr. H. B. Dosai, Sr, D. D.IR appeared for ONGC. 

(6) The following ooints arise for niy determina¬ 
tion in the present reference 

1. Whetlier Mr. H, N. Sama has actual)v worked 
under the ONGC for not less than 240 days from 
26-11-1978 to 25-11-1979. 

2. If yes, whether Mr. TI. N, Sama shall be deemed 
to be in continuous seimice of ONGC. 

3. Whetber the management has terminated the 
services of Mr. H. N. Sama. if not (o what relief Mr, 
H. N, Sama is entitled to '? 

(7) My finding on the aforesaid points is as 
under ; 

1. Yes, 

2. Yes, 

3. The management’s action intreating the wor¬ 
ker as a casual labour is not Imml and Valid. 
He be tr’cted ns regular cmnlovee in fho 
same post he held in the year 1979, 1980 
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and 1981 and back wages be paid to him 
from 1-9-81. 

REASONS 

(8) It would be convenient to take up aU the 
points together. Undisputedly the present workman 
Mr. H. N, Sama worked in the Civil Engineering De¬ 
partment as a casual labour. He joined his duties from 
2b-l 1-1978 and initialy he worked with the com¬ 
mission from 26-11-1978 to 28-2-1979 and the neces¬ 
sary certificate has been issued by the Executive En¬ 
gineer (Civil) ONGC, Mehsana vide Exhibit : 9. 
Again he has worked as an unskilled labour in the 
previous section from 14-6-1979 to 13-9-1979 and 
the necessary certificate of the Project Manager, 
Mehsana Project is at Exhibit : 10. Further he has 
also worked as an unskilled labour from 24-9-1979 
to 23-12-1979 vide exhibit : 11 certificate issued by 
tbe Project Manager, Mehsana Project the ONGC has 
produced muster roll for some of the months only 
from (i) 26-1H979 to 25-2-1979 (i) From 1-8-1979 
to 31-8-1979 (iii) from 1-9-1979 to 30-9-1979 and 
from 1-10-1979 to 31-10-1979 vide Exhibit 21. The 
muster rolls have been produced in order to show that 
the worker has worked for the days as shown in the 
muster rolls during those months. However the muster 
roUs for the rest of the period were not produced by 
the ONGC even though sufficient time was given to 
them to produce the same. 

(9) It is mainly contended by the ONGC that the 
worker Mr. H. N. Sama has not worked for 240 day.s 
during the period from 26-11-1978 to 25-11-1979 
and that as such there is no question of the worker 
having been in continuous service of the ONGC. It 
is therefore, necessary to find out as to for how many 
days the worker has worked with the ONGC during 
this period. The union has filed a statement at mark 
'A’ and ONGC has filed the statement at Exhibit ; 
18|1 and it appears from the same that so far as the 
period from 26-11-1978 to 28-2-1979 practically 
there is no dispute as regards the actual number of 
davs fror which the worker has worked during this 
period. According to the Union, the worker has work¬ 


ed as under ;—

1-12-1978 to 31-12-1978 31 days 

1-1-1979 to 31-1-1979 31 days 

1-2-1979 to 28-2-1979 28 days 

Total : 95 days 

(10) The ONGC has shown the number of days

26-1-1979 to 25-2-1979 31 days 

Total : 91 davs

')fi.2-l97o tn 28-2-1979. Tbris three d^vu are 
shown less by ONGC by not including the period from 


26-2-1979 to 28-2-1979. Moreover in the statement 
as above, in fact for the period Irom 26-12-1978 to 
25-1-1979 the total number of days comes to 31 days 
and not 30 days thus one day has been shown less by 
ONGC for this period and thus it appears that there 
IS a mistake of four days in all and therefore the 
total .shown by ONGC ought to be 95 and not 91. 

(11) Further in the calculation made from 
14-6-1979 to 25-11-1979, 1 find that evemhough the 
worker has started work from 14-6-1979, the ONGC 
has not shown 17 days as a number of days for which 
the worker has worked in June, 1979. Thus if we 
were to add those 17 days to the statement filed by 
the ONGC at Exlubit ; 18|1 it comes to 233+ 17 = 
250 days and as per statement marked ‘A’ the total 
number of days shown by the union also comes 250 
days. As 1 have shown earlier Exhibit : 10 shows that 
the ONGC has stated in the certificate issued that 
Mr. Sama has tworked with effect from 14-6-1979 to 
13-9-1979. The next certificate of course, shows that 
Mr. Sama worked from 24-9-1979 to 23-12-1979, 
but the muster roll produced at Exbibit-21 shows that 
in the month of September, 1979, Mr. Sama infact 
worked for 30 days, Thus the certificate issued by the 
ONGC at Exhibit : 10 does not give a correct picture 
for the work done by the workman. In other words 
the muster roll shows that Mr. H. N. Sama has worked 
for more days than the certificate issued. The man¬ 
agement has not explained this discrepancy. In the 
circumstances the total number of days for which Mr. 
H. N. Sama has worked, in all, comes to 250 days 
and the contention of ONGC that he has worked 
less can not be accepted. 

(12) It was urged on behalf of the ONGC that 
wc have to take into account the actual working days 
as section 25 B, says reference to the works, ‘’as ac¬ 
tually worked” the relative section reads as under ;—^ 

25B. For the purposes of this Chapter :—■ 

( 1 ). 

( 2 ) Where a workman is not in continuous service 
within the meaning of clause (1) for a period of on© 
year or six months, he shall be deemed to be in con¬ 
tinuous service under an employer — 

(a) for a period of one year, if the workman, 
during a period of twelve calendar months 
proceding the date with reference to which 
calculation is to be made, has actually work¬ 
ed under the employer for not less than;— 

(i) one hundred and ninety days in the case 
of a workman employed below ground in 

a mine; and 

(ii) two hundred and forty days, in any other 
case; 

(13) Now it is true that the workman has not ac¬ 
tually worked for 250 davs. but the Union nrodneed 
before me a recent iudtnnent of the Sunreme Court. 
Workmen of American Exnress of International Bank- 
in<7 Com^ration vis.

the workmen had actually worked though he had not 
so worked and no other days. We do not think that we 
are entitled to so constrain the construction of tho 
expression '‘actually worked under the employer”. 

(14J In my opinion the aforesaid judgment is very 
clear on the pome and there is no uoubt whatsoever 
that in the in.siant case it we wore to con.sider the 
number ot days they would include Sundays as well 
as onier paid holidays, it would include all clays for 
whicn he has been paid wages cither under express or 
implied comracL ot serv'ice or in compliance ot sLauile 
or standing orders, etc. Jii the instant case, it is not 
disputed before me Ihat the concerned workman was 
paid wages for the days as shown above and in tiic 
circumstances 1 am clearly ot the view that the work¬ 
man has worked for more than 240 days. Now if the 
workman has worked for more than 240 days as p..r 
sub-section 2 of section 25b he shall be deemed to bo 
in continuous service under the ONGC. As per sub- 
.seclion 2 of .section 25B a workman though not in 
continuous service within the meaning of clause (i) 
for a period of one year or 6 month.?, he shall be 
deemed to be in continuous service under an em¬ 
ployer for a period of one year if he has actually 
worked under an employer for not less than 240 days 
during a period of twelve calendar months prece ing 
til' date with reference to which calculaTon is lo be 
made. In the circumstances of the case, fh re is no 
doubt whatsoever that in the instant case even if the 
workman was initially employed as a casual, labour 
he intact has work’d fof 240 days and more, during 
the period of 12 calendar months preceding the dm'e 
to which calculation is to be made. 

fl,5) I have also been referred to a copy of letter 
addressed by the Ministry of Steel, Mines and Fuel 
letter No. 10|84|58 ONGC dated 17-9-1959 Fx. 75 
addressed to the Secretary, ONGC wherein it has been

(16) Jn the circumstances it is clear that tho work¬ 
man who has been on the rolls of the commission for 
not less than 180 days of the attendance in any 
penod of 12 consecutive months shall be considered 
as temporary workman. However a temporary work¬ 
man wno has put in service for not less than 240 days 
of attendance in any period of 12 consecutive months 
and who possesses the minimum qualilicatiori.s pres- 
crioed by the Commission may be considered for eoti- 
version as regular employee, in the instant case tho 
concerned workman has pul in not Jess than 240 days 
attendants and therefore lie ought to be considered 
tor eunv.rsiun us regular employee, it has not been 
shown and it is nut the case of the ONGC that the 
coiic^riied workman does not possess the minimum 
Coaudcations tor the post in question, According to 
the clarilications given above, a workman who is 
neither temporary nor regular shall be considered as 
a casual labourer. In the instant case it is clear that 
the concerned workman was not temporary as he has 
put in more than 180 days attendance, In fact, he has 
put in 240 days service. 'I'herefore, he ought to be 
considered for conversion as regular employee. The 
ONGC has tried to urge before me that ihe concerned 
workman was only a casual labour and the ONGC 
v's no* in a position to provide him work and if 
there is work then only they were bound to provide 

t' e wor!:. It appears that the ONGC provided 
him wi+h work for more than 240 days during tho 
period of 12 calendar months preceding the da e 
26-11-1979 and as such he cannot be considered as 
the ca.sual workman. In the Supreme Court deeislnri 
also, the concerned workman employed was employed 
wi'b a imtnhcr of short breaks. That was also the 
situation in the case of Mohanlal vis. Bharat Electro¬ 
nics Limited, 1981 Lab, I.C paste 800 but inspitc of 
the same in both the cases their Lordships of llic 
Suornne Court were pleased to hold that the con¬ 
cerned workman has actually worked for not L’ss than 
2^-0 days and that the provisions of section 25 F were 
attracted.

raiidum sent by the Administrative Ofheer, ONGC 
Itself snows tiiat the worker was obliged to bring 
among other things, certificate of completion of 240 
days in continuous service in case of contingent, re¬ 
trenched contingent employees and there is no doubt 
whatsover that since he had completed 240 days or 
more that he was asked to bring such a certificate. It 
also appears that he had passed the typing test and 
therefore he was called for personal interview on 
23-3-1980 that inspite of the same the ONGC now 
has tried to urge that the concerned workman was 
merely a casual labour, I am not prepared to accept 
the said contention of the ONGC. The concerned 
workman in any case was a temporary workman and 
he had possessed the minimum qualificatioh prescribed 
for being considered conversion of regular employee 
for the post winch he held and the stand of the ONGC 
that Mr. H. N, Sama was merely a casual 
labour caannot be accepted. The ONGC has 
from time to time notified for the post of Helper 
Gradc-llI in the years 1431, 1982 and 1983 (Sec 22, 
23, 24). The posts whicli they wanted to fill were 12, 

18 and 19 respectively and thus definitely tiicic was 
vacancy for tlic post and inspilc of the same the ONGC 
has not considered the person for ihe post in question. 
Tt is therefore clear that the ONGC has not given the 
concerned workman the work in respect of the post 
for which he has worked is an action which amounts 
to retrenchment and that since the conditions neces¬ 
sary for retrenchment of workman as contained in 
section 25 F of the Industrial Disputes Act l.c. giving 
of one month of notice in wr'ting indicating the rea¬ 
sons for retrenchment or eiifing him a wattes for the 
notice period in lieu thereof and their action of not 
giving the retrenchment compensation to the worker 
is an itlegd one. f find that tfic concerned workman 
is entitled to consider as a r=eiiiar emplovee and hence 
1 direct 'hat the ONGC to provide work to Mr. H. N. 
Sama for the post he held within one month of the 
passing of the award. 

(18) One more contention raised by the ONGC is 
that in the instant case Mr. H. N. Sama gave his 
father’s name as Noor Khan Miya but in the applica¬ 
tion Ext. 2 he gave his aflher’s name as Noor Mooh- 
med. It is urged that they arc two different nersons. No 
such pica has been taken by the ONGC in written 
statement. Moreover, there is nothing to show that 
they are two different nersons. It is veiw material 
that the name is shown as Noor Khan Mlya 
or Noor Moohmed unless it is shown that they arc 
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two different persons and in the circumstances, 1 find 
no substance in the said pleas. Tt cannot be said that 
the workman has tried to take the service in the diffe¬ 
rent names. Their record of the ONGC spells out that 
he Ls one and the same person Mr. H. N. Sama. There¬ 
fore there is no cjiiesdon of any doubt for integrity as 
is urged by ONGC. 

(IS) As legai'd-s buck wages 1 would have directed 
the ONGC to pay the entire back wages from 25-12-79 
but since the workman has worked with the ONGC in 
1980 and 1981 for at least some period and the last 
he worked appears to be in Aiigusv 1981 (upto 
31-8-81). It would be just and proper to give back 
wages from 1-9-81. 

In the circumstances 1 pass the following orders :— 
ORDER 

It is hereby declared that Mr. H. N. Sama continues 
to be in the service in the same post which he held in 
1979. 1980 and 1981 and he be given regular post¬ 
ing by the ONGC and I further direct that he should, 
be paid back wage from 1-9-1981 till the date on 
which he has been on regular posting, within one 
month of the publication of the award. 

In the circumstances of the case, no order a.s to 
cost.

The Central Government, Ministry of Labour, in exercise 
of the powers conferred on them under becoon liH.i>W) of 
ihc Industrial Disputes Act 1947, as per their Older No.

Iho following induslnal dispute to this Tribunal tor adjudi¬ 
cation :—' 

“Whether the action of the BSL Project, Sundernagar 
Himachal Pradesh in retiring Shri Balkishan, son of 
Shri Prema, Driver with eltcct from 31-3-8J is jua- 
tilied ? If not, to what relief is tlic workman con¬ 
cerned entitled and from what date ?” 

2. To trace a short history of the matter, the petitioner 
wortman was an Ex-serviceman and had joined service with 
Bahaitra Dam project as a Driver w.e.l. ll-H-19n2; on his 
retrenchment from there he was employed by the Kospdt. 
Project w.e.f. 6-3-1963. According to the petitioner he was 
born on 10-11-1923 and, as such should have icnred on the 
last working day of November, 1983 in the normal coiir.se 
of events i.e. on attaining the superannuation age of 60 years. 
But due to some cleric al mistake in his Service-record he 
was assumed to have been born on lU-3-1923 and, thus, 
retired on the last working day of March, 1983. His grouse 
was that because of the aforesaid clerical mistake he was 
deprived of 8 months’ active service and the attendant bene- 
lils thereof. It was pleaded tJiat the said discrepancy had 
come to his notice even during his .service tenure and that 
tin.c; and again he had tried to impress upon the Respdt. 
Management to make the necessary rectification; so much .so 
that he obtained his birth certificate trom the office of the 
District Registrar, Deaths and Births and produced the same 
before the Management in support of hk contention that he 
was bom in Nov. 1923. But for no justifiable reason they 
refused to budge from their stand and thus forced him to 
raise an industrial dispute which, however, defined any amicable 
settlement despite the intervention of Conciliation machinery 
hence the Reference. 

3. Resisting the proceedings on all counts, the Manage¬ 
ment averred that as a matter of fact the plaintiff himself 
had supplied them 10-3-1923 as his date of birth; that he 
had made a similar representation to his former employer 
i.e. Bhakra Dam Project and even in his discharge certi¬ 
ficate issued by them the same date was found incorporated. 
They added that even on taking employment under them 
the petitioner asserted 10-3-1923 as his date of birth and 
filed an aflSdavit in support thereof. In the given situation 
they had every reason to believe that he was born on 10-3-23 
to deserve a normal retrenchment on 31-3-83. His effort to 
seek change in the date of birth was pleaded to be thorou¬ 
ghly misconceived and the Birth-certificate produced by him 
was stated to be irrelevant because of the glaring variations 
In the particulars. They also raised a few inconsequential 
preliminary objections including one denying the nature of 
their activity amounting to “Industry” as defined by Section 
2(j) of the Act. 


way to dictum iu JasWant Singh’s case. Accordingly, X over¬ 
rule the pcrliminary objection. 

6. However in so far as merit of the case concerned in the 
totality of the siiutation no fault can possibly be round with 
the Management's action in accepting 10-3-1923 as tne peti¬ 
tioner’s date of birth because on his own showing ne was an 
Ex-serviceman and had read up to 9th Standard, meaning 
thereby that ho could easily produce his ScJiool ieavmg 
certificate as well as the Discharge Certificate issued by the 
Military Authorities to show his exact date of birth. But 
for no exphcablo reason he failed to produce cither of these 
documents oven though time and again he was asked to do 
so by the Management during the course of his correspondence 
with them on the point in issue. 

7. On the other hand he kept on haipiiig on the authenti¬ 
city of the birth certificate Ex. W2 obtained by him from the 
office of District Registrar, Deaths and Births, Kangra District 
tDharamshala) H.P. for the verification of his claim the 
Management asked the said Registrar to confirm whether the 
Certificate related to the petitioner; and significantly enough 
vide his letter Ex. W3 the Registrar clarified that it pertained 
to one “Balkishan born to Parma, son of Ram Saproh”. It 
may not be out of place to mention here that even though 
the petitioner's name is Hal Kishaii yet he is not ttic son of 
Parma, son of Kara resident of vill’agc Saproh, rather he is 
son of Parma Nand of Village Dhanpur; and lor tbc reason 
better known to him he did not like to disclose the name of 
his grandfather. Thus the relevancy of the Birth Certificate 
Ex. W2 to the petitioner is highly doubtful. 


8. The petitioner'.s cup of miseries would come to the full 
brim when one looks into certain admissions made by him 
under the weight of oath during his cross-examination before 
the Tribunal wherein he admitted that he was a Displaced 
Person from West Punjab, now called Pakistan, he had 
served in Army from 1942-45 A.D. and then joined some 
civil service at Lahore prior to Partition; of course he .shifted 
lo India on Partition in 1947. Against such back dron 1 
fail to understand as to how he could be borp at Village 
Saproh or Dhanpur in District Kangra; because it had never 
been his case that after his birth in this part of the country 
he or his guardians had migrated to the erstwhile West 
Punjab, now called Pakistan for education, employment or 
some such other reason. 

9. It is In this light that his own representation to the 
Respdt. as well as to his previous Employer at Bhakra Dam 
that he was bom on 10-3-1923 deserves credence. I, therefore 
refuse to accept his version and on sustaining the maraqe- 
ment’s action return my Award, accordingly, in their favour,

The Central Government, Ministry of Labunr, in e.v- 
ercise of the powers conferred on them under Section 10(1) 
(d) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, as per their Order 
No. I,-42012(36)]84-l . 11(B) dated the 4th of June, 1985 
referred the following industrial dispute to this Tribunal for 
adjudication:— 

“Whether the action of the nianagomcnt of BSL Project, 
Sundornagar, Himachal Pradesh in terminating the 
services of S/Shri Sunku Ram, Brij Lai, Chinlu Ram 
and Nandu, Beldars working in Disposal and Stores- 
Division. Sundernagar, Himachal Pradesh with effect 
from 4-7-1983 i.s justified ? If not, to what relief 
are these workmen entitled to and froini what date V” 

2. To trace a short history of the matter the petitioner 
workmen were employed under the Respdt. Project as Beldars 
in Stores and Dispo.sal Division, Sundernagar and dcpioved 
to keep watch over Disposal yard at Slapper in June. 1982. 
it was rcvcable that on 24-6-82 late at night when they were 
supposed to be on duty, a Private Truck intruded in to 
the premises, and illegally removed and loaded a considerable 
quantity of the scrape material; none of the petitioners made 
any effort to check the intruders. From the Managements 
angle they were rather conniving with the intruders and that 
wa,s how that they allowed them to escape with the stolen 
jiroperty. The OfBcial-inchargc detected the incideiit early 
in the morning and informed the con^'erned Sub-Div'sional 
Officer who lodged a formal r eport with the police and suc¬ 
ceeded in getting the suspects arrested near Chandigarh on 
the next day, alongwith the stolen property. Oviously all the 
petitioners were proceeiled departmcntally, they were ebarve- 
sheeted and served with a sliow cause notice and since their 
replies were found unSarisfaelory, therefore, they were taken 
through the drill of a formal; but regular, departmental in¬ 
quiry on the following charges of misconduct. 

(1) Theft, fraud or dis-honesty in connection with the 

Employers’ business or property. 

(2) Loss to the Employer's property through neglect of 

duties. 

3. On the conclusion of his proceedings, the Inquiry Offi¬ 
cer returned his findings against the petitioners holdinir them 
guilty of the charges. The Disciplinary Authority agreed with 
his findings and thus served them wilh a show cause notice 
proposing the termination of their services. Their replies to 
the no1i''o did not find fvaour wilh the Disciplinary Authority 
and thus the impunged orders were passed. 

4. Feeling agirrieved, the petitioners raised an industrial 
dispvi'te demanding their rc-insfalement. However the Man¬ 
agement was found nniesnqnsi''e desntle the intcrveniion •'f 
the ATCfC) during the Conciliation proceedings; hence tlhc 
Reference. 

.5. According to the petitioners it xvas not a nart of fh-ir 
didv m IrinV af+er the work of Wamh anrt Wnrff s:fp,fr 
the Oisnotrel Vnrd hernnse thev were nrimnr'ih? eTTint*'*vefl pg 
Beldnr.s tliat the fcmne-goods were removed Uy the i"(T'’dera

to whieh they could hardlv object and lastly that the Inquiry 
proceedings were not conducted in a free and fair manner. 


In reply the Management pleaded that the petitioners had 
cither activity connived with the intruders in gettmg the scrap 
removed from the Disposal Yard or at least betrayed gross 
negligence and dereliction in the discharge of their duty thus 
causing considerable loss to the Employer's property. 

6 . In support of their case the petitioners examined one 
of them viz; Shrl Sunku Ram and filed a few documents 
whose authenticity was not disputed from the other side; 
whereas in its ^scrction the Management opted against 
leading any oral evidence, even though it also filed a number 
of documents of the admitted nature. 

7. On a careful consideration of the entire available data 
and hearing the parties 1 am not inclined to sustain the 
petitioners’ cause because from the statement of Shri Sunku 
Ram itself it appears that the Inquiry proceedings were con¬ 
ducted in a free and fair maimer in which they had duly 
participated; they not only cross-examined the witnesses pro¬ 
duced by the Management but also availed the opportunity 
to project their own defence by leading evidence and making 
submissions; so much so that even the Labour Welfare Officer 
used to attend Uifi proceedings. Otherwise also a bare perusal 
of the Record of the proceedings produced by the Manage¬ 
ment would leave no manner of doubt that right from the 
initial stage the Inquiry Officer bad abided with the rules of 
fair play, equity and natural justice. Similarly even the 
Management conducted itself in a bciitting manner. Specific 
charges were served on the petitioners, their explanations 
were called for and duly considered; and then, they were 
afforded all the possible oppr'irtnnity to rcbult Ihe chargc.s 
and establish their innocence. 

8 . It hardly requires any emphasis that under the scheme 
of the Statute, this Tribunal is not supposed to act as the 
Appellate court of the Inquiry Officer; even though it may 
be obliged to satisfy it.self that his approach towards the 
proceedings and manner of appreciation of evidence did not 
suffer from any perversity. 

9. During the course of hearing it was argued that the 
petitioners were not supposed to officiate as Chowkidars in 
the Watch and Ward Staff and so even if there was any loss 
of the Employer’s pronrety due to any net of commission or 
commission they eonld not he held liable because no special 
allowance was being paid to them. 

10 . f am not amused w'ith the logic hqcau.se both at the 
Enquiry stage as well as in the pro''eedinps before me it 
was conceded that they were working at the D'sposel yard 
for quite some time and looking after the security of the 
Stores without any reservation. A similai' admission xvas made 
by Sh. Sunku Ram during his cross-examinniion as WWl. To 
be nracie, it is more or less a contmon ground that the peti¬ 
tioners were a consenting party lo the arrangement, and that 
the scraped maierial was 'lleGally removed in their presence 
by some intruders. There may not be anv direct evidence to 
infer their connivan''e in the a't hut nil the same an inference 
of their gross negligence and dereliction of duty cannot 
possibly he avoided. 

11. On their behalf it was also argued that the lnq"irv ' 
officer did not give lanv .specific finding as m on whieh narti- 
culnr count he was holiting them onillv and that it was ahli- 
gatorv for h’tp to do so in view of the varying nature of the 
charges revealed in the charge-sheet. 

12. T am not impre-sed with the ctToj’t to wriggle out of 

the situation hv the netitinpcrs because a domestic fnnct'onarv 
like an Inouirv Officev in the dcntirtmental nri'cecdings is 
not snnposerl to be a Tirofes<;tr,nal indee ounlifie,) in the niri- 
tie- of t-i... On,.,. tPe m-imnnal 1,3 nn'tp ibc proni'iqtv of 

his urocedure and eorreetnpss of the copc 1 ''sion, 3 . anv formal 
lanse in recording the findines deserves to be overlooked. For 
mv views I draw support from the ohscrvafiotiN in the, matter 
Of Nawashahr ro-onerativ^ and Mortgage Bank Ltd. Vs. 
State of Puniab 1982 (1) SLR 243. 

13. And so for ns the vigour of punishment is eonccnied 
I think the Disripimarv Amhoritv had, perhaps, no option 
but to disengage them looking towards the gravity of the 
establshed dereliction. 
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14. Hence for the reasons recorded above, on holding the 
petitioners' gnmte as devoid of force I siislam lli^ Manttge- 
meni’s action and return my Award against the former.

whereas IFFCO Mariagement stales (with which the IFFCO 
rmployccs" Union. Kandla agree8| that on account of Cen¬ 
tral ('iovcniincnt Dearness Allowance senior grade Kalol 
■VVoikn.'-ii aie driw-ing total enioliimenls higher than the 
equivalent category oL workmen at Kandla and they are also 
drawing total cnioliimcnts liighci than the cqiiivLilent cate- 
goiv of woikmcn in othei Naioiuil Levef Fertiliser Organi- 
salions: and whercns IFFCO Management states that such 
undue benefit to some higher grade workmen cannot he 
allowed to be pcrpclnaled or extended to other workmen; 
and whereas it is contended that Central Government Dear- 
ne.ss Allowance Scheme is nol in overall interest Of the 
workmen because the rate of neutralisation in case of lower 
paid workmen is lower under Cenliaf Clovcrfimcnl Dearners 
Allowance Scheme than under Industrial Dearnc.ss Allowance 
Scheme, and also because IFFCO employcest with Industrial 
Dearness Allowance .Scheme arc entitled lo several benefits

ment, without prejudice to its lubmission already made be¬ 
fore the National Tiibnnal in this regard and without con¬ 
ceding to anv of the claims of any of the Unions in this 
regard, agrees to consider one time adjustment of emsilu- 
ments as requested by TFFCO Employees Union Kandla as 
e.x-.gratia payment as stated hereafter for the period upto 
30-11-1983. purely as a gesture of goodwill only as a part 
of this total Settlement, and whereas TFFCO Employees’ 
llnion.

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2.0 APPLICABILITY 


1.2 That this Settlement will bo implemented only if the 
Ijfationnl Tribunal pives a final award in terms of this &tle- 
ment in rc=:pect of alf the matters before it in Reference No. 
NT/2 of 1984 and also on various other matters included 
in this Settlement. 


1.3 TKafinsnile of IFFCO Employees’ Union Kandla, not 
Imving any claims for revision of wages for period prior to 
15-7-1983, IFFCO Management as a gestme of goodwill 
and without prejudice to the right of the IFF^o Manage¬ 
ment not to .surrender their legal right of not revising the 
vmges from a date prior to 15-7-1983, agrees to revise the 
ivages with effect from 1-7-1982 as per this Scillcntiint. 

. 1.4 That the Industrial Dcarne.ss Allowance with neutrali¬ 
sation late of Rs. 1.30/1.65 per point of AICPI as detailed 
hereinafter is the appropriate formula for the purpose of 
this Setllemcnt in view of the fact that this formula Is being 
appricablc to most fertiliser industries and most public sec¬ 
tor undertakings throughout the country and also in view 
Of the fact the Central Government D.A. Scheme is not 
appropriate for IFFCO employees because several benefits 
which are available to IFFCO employees are not available 
to Central Government employee^ and also because category 
wise pay scales of all the workmen in IFFCO are higher 
than what they are in ca-'e of Central Government emp¬ 
loyees. Tlierefore, the workmen and the Union arc not in¬ 
terested in raising any demand for change of D,A. Scheme 
for Industrial D.A, SchcffJe to Central Government D.A. 
Scheme. 

1.5 That IFFCO reserves the right inter-alia, not to extend 
any of the bcncfili of wage revision to the period between 
t-7-1982 and 15-7-1983 in case any of the terms of this 
Settlement is modified for any reason whatsoever by any 
authority whosoever IFFCO also reserves the right, inter- 
alia not to concede to any of the matters agreed to herein 
but not liiiidor reference before the National Tribunal in 
care any of the terms of this Settlement Is modified for any 
reason whatsoever by any authority, whosoever. 

1.6 That this Settlement shall be valid and irnplemented 
only after the National Tribunal has given a final award in 
respect of the matters before it in terms of this Setllemcnt 
and only in terms of this Settlement and if any portion of 
this Settlement is modified, then this Tripartite Settlement 
W'ill not be valid and will not be implemented. 

1.7 That Ihi.s Settlement is a total Settlement as a whole 
and that no part of this Settlement will be valid or implemented 
without tile whole of it being implemented together only 
C( sequent to an Award of the Hon’ble National Tribunal 
having been given in terms of this Settlement and only in 
terms of this Settlement and that if any one part of this 
Settlement is deleted or held invalid or modified for any 
reason, whatsoever by any authority whosoever then the 
whole of this Settlement will fall and become invalid and 
inenerative. In such an eventuality, no provision in this 
Settlement ran he treated as a precedent and relied upon 
by the Unions or workmen of IFFCO in subsequent proceed¬ 
ings before tlie Hon’blc National Tribunal, if any. 

1.8 That without any precedent and without surrendering 
the IFFCO Mnnapemcnt’.s contention that all workmen should 
be on Industrial Dearness Allowance as per the terms and 
condin'ons prescribed herein, the Kandla workmen shall 
be al'owcd “one-time adjustment" in respect of their Basic 
Pay-ffndnstr'al Dearness Allowance as agreed to hereinbelow 
in Clause 7,0. as a package deal as part of this tofal overall 
Settlement and that the IFFCO Employees Llnion or any 
of the workmen is not entitled to, and will not, raise demand 
for any such adjustment from any date after 30th Novem¬ 
ber, 1983. 

1.9 That if after drawing any benefit under this setfl-ment 
anv 'vonkmen chailenge.s the settlement as invalid nr not 
b'ndhig on Inm then at the option of the manaaemcnl the 
w.pvkmen shall be required to repay the whole oT the amount 
paid to him under the fctllement and the same '.shall bo 
recovered from the workman p-'‘'/or adjusted from any dues 
payable to the workman concerned, 


2.1 This Settlement will apply to all categories of ‘Work¬ 
men’ as defined in the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, already 
In employment of IFFCO as Permanent Workmen/Probalion- 
ners who me on the rolls of IFFCO on the date of reference, 
to the National Tribunal i.e. 20th February, 1984. Fresh en¬ 
trants to these categories of “Workmeh" after 20th February, 
1984 and during the operation of this Settlement will also 
be covered by the provisions of this Settlement, except where 
stated otherwise, 

3.0 PERIOD OF APPLICABILITY 

3.1 This Settlement shall come into force, c'tcept where 
specifically stated otherwise in this Settlement, with effect 
from and on 1st July, 1982 and shall remain in force at least 
until 30th June, 1986. This Settlement shall bo in full and 
final .settlement of all the matters now in reference before 
the Ilon’ble National Tribunal or before any other autho¬ 
rity, whatsoever. 

3.2 The Union agrees that at least until 30th June, 1986, 
■“Workmen’’ shall not raise any demands in tcspect of any 
of the matters before the Hon'blo National Tribunal. 

3.3 The Union further agrees that during the period of 
operation of this Settlement, no demand having any financial 
implication or bearing shall be raised by the ‘Workmen’ 
except on the question of bonus under Payment of Bonus 
Act,, 1965, 

3.4 Only suph workmen will be entitled to get the benefit of 
pay revision who were on the rolls of IFFCO on or after 
the date of reference to the Hon’ble National Tribunal i.e. 
20th February, 1984. 

3.5 Workmen who have left IFFCO by resignation or 
otherwise prior to the date of reference to National Tribunal 
i.e. 20th February, 1984 will not be entitled to get the benefit 
of this pay revision, 

3.6 Workmen who have retired on superannuation from 
TFFCO’s services or those who have died prematurely while 
serving in IFFCO will, however, be entitled to get the benefit 
of this pay revision with effect from 1st July, 1982, even If 
they have ceased to 'bo in IFFCO’s servic^-s prior to the date 
of reference to the National Tribunal.

4.2 A new Grade ’N’ i.e. Rs, 480-8-584 is introduced for 
new entrants to such categories of personnel, who were pre¬ 
viously engaged in M Grade. The Grade of existing ‘M’ grade 
employees is revised to the grade as stated above but the 
future recruitment at the lowest level shall be made only to 
the grade of ‘N’ and ‘M’ will be the prornotional scale. 

4.3 The new scales of p.ay mentioned above in replacement 
of existing ones shall come into force with effect from 
and on 1st July, 1982, 
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5.0 DKARNESS ALLOWANCE 

5.1 Dearness Alluwanec shall be paid to all the woiLinen 
on revised pay scales as per the hcncmc of InJostrial Dear¬ 
ness Allowance w.e.i, 1st July, 19112 ij^d onwarhs as stipulated 
herein. Industrial Dearness Allowance shall be paid in two 
parls, namely, hrxed Dearness Allowance and Vaiiable Dear¬ 
ness Allowance as lollows : 

5.Z Fixed Dearness Allowance.—With effect from 1st July, 
1982, Fixed Dearness Allowance shall be paid as per An- 
nexuic ‘A’. No change m Fixed Dearness Allowance shall be 
made durinfi the ojjcration of this Settlement. 

5.3 Variable Dearness Allowance.—Variable D.A. shall be 
paid at the present rales depending upon the cost of living 
mdex for all India Consumer Price Index for Industriat 
Workers (Base 1960 = 100) beyond 272 points to 492 points 
at the rate of Rs. 1.30 per point and at the rate of Rs. 1.65 
per point beyond 492 points, to be adjusted on quarterly basis 
U9 at present. 

5.4 If the Government of India revises the neutralisation 
rate lor Publ.c bector Undertakings, then this itUc will stand 
modihcd as per ttic Government of India's decision on the 
subject and will be apphcaole from such date as may be de¬ 
cided by the Govermnent of India. 

6.0 PAY FLV.MION 

6.1 Fixation of Basic Pay of ail the workmen in the new 
pay scales shall be done on point to point basis. 

6.2 The pay of the workmen who have been promoted on 
or after Ist J_uly, 1982 will be fiist fixed in the corresponding 
revised scales of old post with reference to their pay as on 
Isi July, 1982 in the then existing scales and, thereafter, their 
pay Will be fixed in the promoted scales as per rales for 
pay fixation on promotion with adjustment of Special/Perso¬ 
nal Pay/Dearness Allowance, if any, admissible in the pro- 
promoted scale, as provided herein. 

6.3 Pay of Workmen who were promoted from Grades 
H/Fl-l/Fl'2 to Gradi O or G-1 on 1st July, 1982 or there¬ 
after, wiU be re-worked out and rc-fixed as per the normal 
pay lixation rules. 

7,0ONE TIME ADJUSTMENT FOR DIFFERENCE IN 

PRE-REVISED PAY-j-CENTRAL DEARNESS ALLOW- 

ANCE AND REVISED PAY-j-lNDUSTRl,\L DEAR¬ 
NESS ALLOWANCE ON SOTH NOVEMBER, 1983 

7,1 It is agreed that the workmen of Kandia Unit covered 
by this Settlement shall be allowed one time adjustment for 
the difference between the pre-revised Basic Pay + Central 
Dearness Allowance as admissible at Kalol Unit upto 30th 
November, 1983 and the. revised Basic Pay-t-Industrial Deaf¬ 
ness Allowance m terms of this Settlement upto 30th Nov¬ 
ember, 1983. In other words, the dlffcrencs: of pre-revised 
Basic Pay-pCcntial Governmeni Dearness Allowance at Kalol 
Unit and revised Basic Pay-j-Industrial Dearness Allowance 
a,s on 30th November, 1983 will be paid in the form of 
“Special Deamess Allowance”. This “Special Dearness Allow¬ 
ance" shall be worked out us fbllows ; 

"Where the total emoluments (Basic Pay + Industrial 
Dearness Allowance) of an employee at Kandia 
Unit in terms of this Settlement falls short of pre¬ 
revised Basic Pay -H Central Governnient Dearness 
Allowance at Kalol Unit as on 301 h November, 
1983 the shortfall shall be paid as "Special Dear- 
ne.ss Allowance” to be adjusted/absorbed in future 
increase (after 30lh November, 1983) of Industrial 
Dearness Allowance on account of increase in con¬ 
sumer price index or increase in rate of neutralisa¬ 
tion or on account of increase in basic pay—^whe¬ 
ther by increment or otherwise, on revision of pay 
scalbs Or on promotion and also in future increases 
in Basic Pay whether by increment or proinotipn or 
promotion or revision of pay scales". 'This "Special 
Dearness /Ulowance" will npt increase under any 
circumstances after initial pay fixation in terms of 
this Settlement, Employees appointed after 30th 
November, 1983 will not be entitled to any ‘one 
time adjustment’ in the form of "Special Dearness 
,\llowance", 

8,0 ADIUSTMENT OF PERSONAL/SPECIAL ALLOW¬ 
ANCE/DEARNE.SS ALl OWANCE/SPEClAl DEAR¬ 
NESS ALLOWANCE ETC. ETC. 


8.1 There may be some workmen who were granted ‘Special 
Allowance' to protect loss in emoluments on promotion 
from time to time. The amount of Lhis ‘Special Allowance’ 
Will be adjusted fully against increases in basic pay, dearness 
allowance and Special Dearness Allowance etc, on revision 
of the scales of pay or on promotion. 

8.2 There may be some cases where cmploycM may be 
getting ‘Special Dearness Allowance’ as stated on Para 7.1 
above on account of one-time adjustment of pre-revised basic 
Pay -f Central Government Dearness Allowance as on 3(Jth 
November, 1983. This ‘Special Dcarnc.ss Allowance’ .shall be 
adjusted/absorbed in future increases (after 30th November, 
1983) in basic pay and Dearness Allowance on account of 
increase in consumer price index or increase in the rate of 
neutralisation and increase in Deamess Allowance on account 
of increase in basic pay whether by increment or on revision 
of pay scales or on promotion. 

8.3 In some cases, the employees may be drawing ‘Personal 
Allowance' as residual ‘Project Allowance’. As u result of 
the revision of scales of pay, no variation in the amount of 
this 'Personal Allowance', i.c, residual ‘Project Allowance' 
already being paid, is to be made since the same is adjustable 
against increase in basic pay on promotion. 

8.4 In future, there may be some cases where employees 
may be getting simultaneously ‘Special Allowance’ as stated 
in para 8.1 above to protect the loss in cmolumcn'.s on pro¬ 
motion from time to time, ‘Special Dearness Allowance' as 
stated in para 7.1 above on account of onc-tin.c adju iment 
of pre-revised ba.sic pay plus Central Government Dearness 
Allowance as on 30ih November, 1983 and ‘Personal yVilow- 
ance’ (i.e. residual ‘Project Allowance') as in para 8.3 above.

agree that the IFFCO Employees’ Union, Delhi is not en¬ 
titled to claim any benefits in respect of matters under re¬ 
ference before Natiorral Tribunal from any date prior to 
21-9-1983 and whereas IFFCO Employees’ Union, Delhi, 
repuesta the Management to agree to extend certain benefit* 
w.e.f. 1-7-1982 as a voluntary action on their part as a ges¬ 
ture of goodwill, without however IFFCO Management 
conceding the right of the Union to claim those benefits 
from a date prior to 21-9-83; and whereas the Union agrees 
that the matters covered by items Nos. 7.0, 7,1, 8.0, 8.1, 
8.2, 8.3, 8.4, 8.5, 13.0, 13.1. 14.0, 14.1, 14.2, 16,0, 16.1, 
19.0 and 19.1 of the term* of Settlement are not the matter*

whereas IFFCO rmployees’ Union, Delhi and IFFCO Manage- 
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ment agice that jhis Stttlc-ment is a total Scillemeijt as, a 
whole and that no part of this Settlement will be valid or 
implemented without the whole of it being implemented 
together only consequent to an award of the Hoti’blc National 
Tribunal having been given in terms of this Settlement and 
only in term.s of this Settlement and that if any one part of 
the Settlement is deleted or held invalid or modified for any 
reason wh;itsoevL-r by any atttlioiity whosoever then the whole 
uf this Settlement will fall and become invalid and innperalive, 

WITNESSTH 

In view of the above, it is now hereby agreed to by and 
between the parties as follows ; 

1.0 GENERAL CONDITIONS 

1.1 That this is a Tripartite Settlement signed under Sec¬ 
tion 12(3) read with Section 18(3) of the Industrial Dis¬ 
putes Act, 1947, in full and final settlement of all the 18 
demands referred to before thi.s National Tribunal, Calcutla 
vide Reference No. NT|2 dated 20-2-1984 and also; in respect 
of certain other matters which are not under reference before 
the National Tribunal, all will, however, he subject to an 
award of the National Trihnnal, 

1.2 That this Settlement will be implemented only if the 
National Tribunal gives a final award in terms of this Settle¬ 
ment in respect of all the matters before it in Reference No. 
NT|2 of 1984 and also on various other matters included in 
this Settlement. 

1.3 That inspilc of IFFCO Employee.s’ Union, Delhi, not 
having any claim for revision of wages foi period prior to 
21-9-1983, IFFCO Management a.s a gesture of goodwill and 
without prejudice to the right of the IFFCO Management 
not to surrender their legal right of not revising the wages 
from a date prior to 21-9-1983', agrees to revise the wages 
vrith effect from 1-7-1982 as per this Settlement. 

1.4 That if is agreed that the existing formula of Industrial 
Dearness Allowance shall continue to be followed with neu- 
teralisation at the rate of Rs, 1,39 per point upto 492 point.s 
and at the rate of Rs. 1.63 per point above 492 points of 

’.All India Consumer Price Index, 

1.5 That IFFCO reserves the rig^t inter-alia, not to extend 
any of the benefits of wage revision to the period between 
1-7-1982 and 21-9-1983 in case any of the terms of this 
Settlement is modified for any rea.son whatsoever by any 
authority whosoever. IFFCO also reserves the right, intcf- 
alia, not to concede to any of the matters agreed to herein 
but not under reference before the National Tribunal in case 
any of the terms of this Settlement is modified for any reason 
whatsoever by any authority, whosoever. 

1.6 That this Settlement shall be valid and implemented 
only after the National Tribunal ha* given a final award 
in respect of the matters before it in terms of this Settle¬ 
ment and only in terms of this Settlement and if any portion 
of this Settlement is modified, then this Tripartite Settlement 
will not be valid and will not be implemented. 

1.7 That this Settlement is a total Settlement as a whole 
and that no part of this Settlement will be valid or imple¬ 
mented without the whole of it being implemented together 
only consequent to an Award of the Hon’ble National Tribunal 
having been given in terms of this Settlement and only in 
terms of this Settlement and that if any one part of this 
Settlement is deleted or held invalid or modified for any 
reason whatsoever by any authority whosoever then the whole 
of this Settlement will fall and become invalid and inopera¬ 
tive. In such an eventuality, no provision in this Settlement 
can be treated us a precedent and relied Upon by the Unions 
or workmen of IFFCO in subsequent proceedings before the 
Hon'ble National Tribunal, if any. 

1.8 Tliat without any precedent and without surrendering 
the IFFCO Miinagemcnt’s contention that all workmen should 
be on Industrial Dearness Allowance ns per the terms and 
condition.s prescribed herein, workmen shell be allowed “one¬ 
time adjustment” in respect of their Basic Pav + Industrial 
Dearnc,s3 Allowance as agrerd lo heremberow in Clause 7.0, 
IIS a package deal as part of this total overall Settlement and 
that the IFFCO Employees’ Union of any of the workmen is 
not entitled to and will not, raise demand for any such ad¬ 
justment from any date after 30-11-1983.

Of pay revision who were on the rolls of IFFCO on or 
after the date of reference to the Hon’blc National Tribunal

3.5 Workmen who have left IFFCO by resignation or 
otherwise prior to the date of reference lo National Tribunal 
i.e. 20-2-1984 will not be entitled to get the benelll of this 
pay revision. 

3.6 Workmen who have retired on superannuation from 
IFFCO’s services or those who have died prematurely while 
serving in IFFCO will, however, lie entitled to get the bene¬ 
fit of this pay levision with effect fiom 1-7-1982, even if 
they have ceased 'o be in IFFCO’s service prior lo the date 
of reference to the National Tribunal.

7.1 It ia agreed that the workmen covered by this Settle¬ 
ment shall be allowed one time adjustment for ihe difference 
between the pre-revised Basic Pay-i-Central Dearne.ss Allow¬ 
ance as admissible at Kalol Unit upto 30-11-1983 and the 
revised Basic Pay-FIndustrial Dearness AllowanLC in terms 
of this Settlement upto 30-11-1983.

The amount of this ‘Special 
Allowance’ will be adjusted fully against increases in basic 
pay, dearness allowance and Special Dearness Allowance etc, 
on revision of the scales of pay or on promotion. 

8.2 There may be some cases where employees may • be 
getting ‘Special Dearness Allowance’ as stated in Para 7.1 
above on account of one-time adjustment of ore-rcvi»ed 
basic pay + Central Governjnent Dearness Allowance as on 
30-11-1983. This ‘Special Dearness Allowance* shall be 
adiustedlabfiorbed in future increases (after 30-11-1983) in 
basic pay and Dearness Allow'ance on account of increase 
in consumer price index or increase in the rate cf neutralisa¬ 
tion and increase in Dearness Allowance on account of 
increase in basic pav whether by increment or on revision 
of any scales or on promotion.
